At the station the investigators \\ere met by a delegation of the

After a temporary rest at the California Club it was decided to 


visit the automatic plant of the Home Company at the corner of 
Grand and Washington streets 
Here 4000 telephones were in use 


The" delicate mechanism of the automatic 'phone was explained 


to the satisfaction of those anxious to learn its secrets. 


E L Swam, the Superintendent, showed how the number of 


subscribers could be increased from 1,000 to 1,000,000 if necessary 
All of the questions asked were answered to the satisfaction of the 
Councilmen 
It was agreed that the automatic worked -well and that 


it handled the business de\olvmg on it almost instantaneously. 
Offer 
of Home Company 


Before the inspection of the automatic plant was nrade the 


representatives of the Home Company offered to allow the experts 
of the Sunset Company to accompany the party. 


Engineer N. J. Prendergast of the Home Company and Attor- 


ney Robert N. Fnck stated that the offer was made so that the 
statements made by the Sunset people before the Oakland City 
Council could be proved or disproved 


The offer \\as declined by Superintendent Lawrence of the 


Rmset Company. 


To make "the offer more binding, the Home representatives 


stated they would not demand the right to inspect the Sunset plant, 
but would be glad for any expert of the Sunset Company to point 
out defects in the automatic plant of the Home 
The issue, even 


under these conditions, was declined 


After the inspection of the Home Company's automatic plant, 


the Councilmen -visited the Sunset plant, .\vhich has been recently 
improved to meet the competition of the Home Company. 


The Sunset exchange was found to be working m good order. 
After the inspection of the Sunset's plant, the party visited the 


manual system of the Home Company, where it was found that the 
public \\as getting quick and efficient service 


In the Sunset office there were 80 operators and in the manual 


department of the Home there were 90 


The total number of switches made in a day of 24 hours by the 


Sunset was estimated at 102,000, and the switches of the Home Com- 
pany in the manual department 162,000 


The Home Company is displacing the manual switchboard rap- 


idly by the automatic.

jy the family, he succeeded to- 
day in reaching- Miss Grossman 
Before she had a chance to give 


warning. 
The girl's 'brother told the 


police that his sister had started 
or an early morning walk when 
she was attacked. He heard her 
creams and ran into the hallway, 
.vhere he found her unconscious 
3Ut saw nothing of the man. 


Immediately after the clubbing 


the police found two pictures in 
the Grossman home with their 
faces turned to the wall and notes 
demanding money written on the 
back. The back of a photograph 
of Mrs. Grossman was written 


on: "We expect $900 from you. 
B. F. C." 


On the back 
of one of

daughters' pictures was written 
in the same hand: 


"We expect $200 from you. B 


F. C." 


In the two previous visits to 


the house the burglar had stolen 
several 
valuable pictures and 


more than $400 worth of silver- 
ware.

COME TO TERMS. 


They Have Agreed on the Details 


of Conducting the Two 


Governments.

STOCKHOLM, Sept 
25.—The Asso- 


ciated Press succeeded In securing the 
text of the protocol signed at Karlstad 
Saturday by the Norwegian-Swedish del- 
egates appointed to arrange the terms 
for the dissolution of the union of Nor- 
way and Sweden, subject to the ratifi- 
cation of the Kigadag and Storthing. 


The historic document, which will be- 


come a treaty when ratified by the two 
parliaments, consists of five main ar- 
ticles and two sub-clauses. 


Tho first article deals with the ar- 


bitrations; the second with the neutral 
zo-is end tha demolition of the fortifica- 
tions' the third with reindeer pastures, 
etc; the fourth with Inter-traffic, and 
flfth with common waterways. ' 


The agreement provides for the com- 


pjhory arbitration before

court of all disputes except matters of 
viral interest for the period of a, decade, 
wita extensions for other periods of ten 
jears unless two years previous notice 
i* ttiven of an intention to abrogate it. 


The treaty provides for a zone on 


e'cher side of the frontier which shall 
forever be neutral and for the demolition 
o; the fortresses within that zone with 
the exception of the old portions of the 
fortifications of 
Frederickston, Glyden- 


lof.e ind Overbjergpt which may remain 
but which are not to be used as forti- 
fications 


A headquarter staff and garrison may

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John A. M'Call's Lame Excuse 


It is all right for John A. McCall, President of ^the New York 


Life Insurance Company, to say that Democratic campaign man- 
agers made his life a burden by dogging him with importunities for 
contributions. 
Partisan political organizations never refuse contri- 


butions from any source, and they are always on an eager hunt for 
sources of revenue. Mr. McCall was classed as a Democrat, and is 
under obligations to the Democratic party. He affiliated with the 
wing of the party to which Alton B. Parker belongs. He is reputed 
to be a millionaire several times over. It was quite natural, there- 
fore, that the managers of Parker's campaign should solicit him for 
contributions to the campaign fund. 
It is hardly likely that they 


asked him to give them money belonging to the policy-holders of the 
New York Life Insurance Company. They may have expected him 
to contribute from his individual wealth, but it is not likely that they 
would have asked any questions had he given them money or 
objected to taking it had he offered a contribution from the insur- 
ance company. Consequently we may properly assume that the 
parties were on the same plane in seeking campaign contributions. 


But Mr. McCall is mistaken in assuming that because the Dem- 


ocrats were no better than the Republicans he is to be acquitted of 
wrongdoing 
On the contrary, his revelations in regard to his 


former political associates do not excuse him in any particular. His 
offense does not consist in giving money to campaign funds. It does 
not consist in giving it to the Republicans. His case would be no 
better had he contributed to the Democratic instead of the Repub- 
lican fund. It would not have been improved had he given equally 
to both. 


It was the giving away of trust funds in his custody to be 


employed for partisan political purposes that is morally if not legally 
culpable. It was a breach of trust closely akin to embezzlement. 
If he had a right to give the money of the policy holders away to 
politicians, he had an equal right to give it away to churches, col- 
leges, libraries and charity organizations. He had no right to give 
away the money of other people for any purpose. 


The policy holders of the New York Life belong to all political 


faiths. 
Mr. McCall was secretly giving away money belonging to 


men belonging to other parties to aid the Republican party m defeat- 
ing their ideas of Government policy and in some instances their 
own individual aspirations 
This is a wrong on its face. 


He gave away the money of Democrats to defeat Democrats. 


Suppose he had given away the money of Republicans to defeat 
Republicans. What then' 
Suppose he gave away the money of 


Protestants to aid the Catholic Church or vice versa. His conduct 
is inexcusable in whatever light it is viewed. It indicates an utterly 
debased moral tone, a sense of honor incapable of distinguishing 
between his own property and the property of others. He was in 
a financial alliance that drew him into a political alliance into which 
he dragged the insurance company 
He used the funds of the com- 


pany to aid his financial allies. He gave them away money belong- 
ing to other people to aid his political allies. His methods deserve 
only the severest condemnation. 


The Alameda Argus disclaims any intention to be offensive in 


its references to THE TRIBUNE and the Cook outrage case. Un- 
fortunately, its language does not square with its professions. 
In 


the same breath with the expressions of amity and good will it 
repeats the injurious imputations which provoked the sharp rejoinder 
in the first place. If our contemporary has not succeeded in making 
itself understood it is because it has made a singular choice to convey 
its meaning. Its continuous efforts to gird at the Alameda corre- 
spondent of THE TRIBUNE indicate a personal animus which 
should not be permitted to appear in the columns of a public journal. 
In denying that it has backed out of the Cook case it courteously 
asserts that this paper backed into it. It is a waste of time to argue 
with a person who applies injurious epithets and makes insulting 
accusations without knowing that they are injurious and insulting. 
However, we will take the word of the Argus for it that it desires 
earnestly to bring the scoundrels who abused the little Cook girl 
to justice. That is a far more important matter to the public and to 
the people of Alameda in particular than what newspapers may say 
of each other, though it is not amiss to remark that carping at other 
persons who desire to have justice clone is not the best means of 
bringing the guilty to punishment. It is a good deal like shooting 
one's comrades in the back. In any event it creates dissensions 
where there should be none and diversions at a time when there 
should be united action and singleness of purpose. The man who 
stops to throw stones and rail at his friends is not likely to be an 
effective ally in a fight His motives may be all right but his dis- 
cretion may be classed with the "damphool" variety.

FATHER YORKE ON THE 


TURNINfi OF TIDE 


Forces Which Are Working Against 


Progress of the; Gaelic 


Movement. 


CJALWAY, Ireland, 
Augrust 
30—I 


have since my arrival seen a good deal 
of Ireland, and have watched closely 
the working of the 
new movement. 


The tide surely has turned, Jt is now 
teadlly Irlshwards. 
Some places the 


stream is strong and carrying every- 
thing before 
It. 
Some places it is 


barely perceptible. So'me places there 
are curious 
cross-currents. * Some 


places there is back water—but these 
thing's are found at the turn of every 
tide. 


Of all the professional men In Ire- 


land, the priests have done the most 
tor the language; yet, strange to say, 
one of tha chief forces making yet 
against the language movement is an 
ecclesiastical force. 
I do not believe 


that the ecclesiastical are conscious of 
what they are doing; but the evil in- 
fluence Is there all the same. 


KEY TO SITUATION. 


Everybody admits that the districts 


that btill speak the Gaelic naturally 
are the key to the situation. 
If the 


anguage can be conseived in those 
districts, the flsrht is won 
Hence ev- 
erything, no matter from what motive 
it la done, that weakens the hold of the 
language in the Gaelic-speaking local- 
ities is a blow at the program of Irish 
Ireland. 
Not a small part of the Irish boy's 


and girl's education Is the catechism. 
The catechism obtains a public recog- 
nition that no other study 
can get. 


Examinations in 
the 
usual 
school 


courses are held by an inspector who 
comes and goes, and no one knows the 
time of his enttancer, or exits 
But the 


examination in the c atechism is a dif- 
ferent thing. For months before it is 
known when the 
Archbishop or the 


Bishop will arrive. 
The 
village is 


decorated, the local band is practicing 
night and day. The children are work- 
ing at fever heat. On the fateful date 
all the surrounding priests come in, 
the chapel Is crowded, the Prelate sits 
in state, and the children are brought 
to him to be solemnly and publicly 
catechised, and then there is the Con- 
firmation. 
One can well imagine what an effect 


such a function as this has in the iso- 
lated districts, and In t.iese is Itlsh 
chiefly spoken. It is the episcopal vis- 
itation 
'His Lordship has received 


the pastor's account of the state of the 
parish 
Pershaps there are scandals 


to be extirpated, public sinners to be 
rebuked, beneficial enterprises to be 
commended, and, above all, the in- 
struction of the children to be ciltl- 
clsed 
Tne school masters and mis- 


tresses are there as anxious as the 
children themselves about the verdict. 
E-ven the clergy have their perturba- 
tions, for some of the Irish bishops are 
no respecters of persons, and the par- 
ish priest or the curates are often the 
first to feel the force of their repri- 
mands. 


ERFECT OF MOVEMENT. 


..It will be readily seen then what an 
effect on the language movement must 
be created when on such an occasion 
as this the priests and teachers and 
children are publicly rebuked for not 
knowing the catechism In English. Wa 
all know how hard it Is to teach the 
catechism in any 
language, 
and we 
have had experience how difficult It 
Is to retain it in memory. Where chil- 
dren speak Irish at home, and think 
in Irish, the Irish language is the prop- 
er language in which to have religious 
instiuction conveyed, but when In ad- 
dition they are compelled to learn the 
catechism in English, a language they 
don't understand, it is easily seen how 
Irish-speaking children are penalized. 


The result Is that where the Ordi- 
nary does not know Irish the cate- 
chism is taught only in English, and 
for all intents and purposes might me 
taught in Choctaw. I was speaking to 
a little boy yesterday from one of the 
"Western Islands, where nothing but 
Gaelic is heard in daily life. 
He had 


very little English, but knew his own 
language well, and how to read and 
write It. 
In what language had he 
learned the catechism? 
In 
English! 
and such English! The nearest thing 
I know to It is a hardened altar boy 
saying the Confiteor. The parish priest 
of the island is a good Irishi speaker, 
and in full sympathy with the lan- 
guage cause, the teacher knows enough 
Irish to instruct the pupils In Gaelic 
reading and writing, and the Archbish- 
op is a man learned in Irish subjects, 
but unfortunately has not studied the 
language; hance the examination, if 
performed by 
him, 
must 
be 
gone 


through in English, and no teacher is 
going to teach the catechism twice 
when teaching it once will suffice. 


BISHOP WAS ANGRY. 


I have never heard that the ordinary 


In question has ever rebuked the chil- 
dren for knowing the catechism only 
in Irish, and I don't believe he would. 
But such a rebuke was administered 
the other day in a Southern diocese, 
which should be one of the strongholds 
of the language.

Whether 
the Bishop's 
contention 


that these children must emigrate be 
well founded or not, I cannot 
say; 
but I greatly fear he Is laboring under 
a grave misapprehension as to the pre- 
servative effects of the English cate- 
chism. 
There are no [better Catholics 


m the United States tjian the Germans 
of the first generation, whether they be 
massed in German colonies or scat- 
tered in the general population. 
Yet 


these Germans don't know the cate- 
chism in English, and, what is more, 
they don't want to 
know 
it. They 
won;t Insult Almighty God by praying 
to him in broken English, and they 
make many sacrifices to have their 
own churches and their own priests 
and preaching in their own tongue. 
An acquaintance with the history of 
American colonization will show that 
neither In faith nor In material pros- 
perity Is a lack of knowledge of Eng- 
lish in the newcomer any particular 
drawback. 


But here Is a point to which I fear 


sufficient attention is not given. 
It 


is that self-respect Is a great preserv- 
ative of one's ancestral religion. 
If 


you have a good opinion of yourself 
and your people, you are likely to have 
a good opinion of the Church in which 
ashamed 
of 
your 
people, 
you 


are 
very 
likely 
to grow asham- 


ed 
of 
your 
people's religion As 


a 
matter 
of 
fact, 
the _ fall- 


ing away of the Irish in the 
united 
States has been enormous 
I don't 


believe any one know s just how much 
the defection has been, but everybody 
..who has experience 
of the 
country 


knows that there has been a big loss. 
The evidences of that loss you will find 
chieflv among what we call the re- 
spectable classes. Business men, pro- 
fessional men, railroad men. men of 
note in the political world, It Is sur- 
prising the number with Irish names 
and the number that will tell you of 
some Irish Catholic ancestor. 
Why 


were these lost to the Church? The 
reason Is plain. Their ancestors were 
people with ambitions; they -wanted 
to get on in the world. They had it 
ground Into their bones that the Irish 
were an inferior race; therefore With 
the Irish nationality went the Irish re- 
ligion, and their children were raised 
Protestants or Nothingarians 


THE IRISH CATHOLIC. 


That the Irish name or the Catholic 


religion Is not an insuperable detirlmcnt 
to worldly advancement the magnificent 
position obtained In America by the Irish 
Catholic shows, but then people are not 
led by facts, but by what they think to 
be facts, and in the old days, when the 
great motto and motive of Irish educa- 
tion was, "Spake English and be da- 
cent," it is no wonder that so many car- 
ried the principle a step farther and em- 
braced the Enrrllsh religion in order to 
ensure their respectability. 


Another back current that must be 


reckoned with is the number of priests 
ministering in Irish-speaking districts 
who do not know the language. This is 
a most complicated question. 
Many of 


those priests are victims of the neglect 
from which Gaelic studies suffered, and 
now they are past the time when a lang- 
uage may be acquired with readiness. 
Tot the people are there in a pitiable 
condition asking for the bread of life, 
and there is no one to break it to them 
The Gaelic League at one tlms raised a 
cry of Gaelic-speaking priests for Gaellc- 
speaklng districts, but the result of such 
a cry would be to penalize 
the Irish 


speakers and to encourage those who 
knew no Gaelic. 
The Gaelic-speaking 


districts are the poorest In every diocese, 
and If the language test were in\ pked 
the fat places would be monopolized by 
the un-Irlsh. The bishops are trying to 
meet this difficulty by making Irish a 
compulsory subject for entrance to May- 
nooth 
This is a step In the right direc- 


tion, but we can't help thinking that 
something also might be done with the 
young men just on the 
mission 
If 


they cannot, in_ addition to their ordin- 
ary parochial duties, learn enough Gaelic 
to hear the confessions of the people, a 
few months' vacation from those paro- 
chial duties might stimulate them to ac- 
quire what can only be described as a 
most necessary portion of their priestly 
equipment 


I make mention of those two forces 


opposing the language not to Insinuate 
that they are directed of malice afore- 
thought against the movement, but be- 
cause they show the difficulties the re- 
vival experiences even wherl the utmost 
friendliness prevails. 
As a matter of 


fact, the most hopeful sign of the future 
is the multiplication of centers of energy 
In the joung priests coming out of May- 
nooth. The Gaelic League,Is a well- or- 
ganized and strong society, but It is not 
through the machinery of the Gaelic 
League that the wotk Is being done. It 
is belr.g accomplished by Individual units, 
from whom as from centers the Gaelic 
League spirit radiates 
In days gone by 


there was only one Father O'Growney; 
now 
there 
are 
hundreds 
of Father 


O'Growneys in every province. 


BUSINESS MEN, 


The Irish lawyers, doctors_and business 


men, 
as a body, are not taking their 


proper part in the movement. Here and 
there, however, one meets with splen- 
did exceptions 
I remember well a cer- 


tain attorney In Waterford, in whose 
company the hours fly as one listens 
to his stories and explanations and argu- 
ments concerning Irish Ireland; likewise 
a physician In Carrick, who can draw 
fairy music out of the pipes to search 
the very marrow of your soul; also a 
young employe of the County Councils, 
who made a long railway journey mar- 
velously short l>y his accounts of every 
rock and village we passed, the history 
of every castle that crumbled on the 
hHlsifie," and the legend • of every saint 
whose names on the stations are to the

hall at the University of Chicago. 
The 


subject of his address was "Education as 
a Factor of Kfilcient Manhood." Prof. 
Butler spoke in the place of President 
"William R. Harper, who was too ill to at- 
tend the session. 


"The 
term 'self-made man' Is a mere 
fallacy." Professor Butler declared. "The 
self-made' man's success is due only to 
unusual ability. 
Efficient manhood—the 
mnnhood that ought to be o'ffered to the 
world—no longer can bo home-made. In 
this time of competition the- world is wIU- 
ing to pay the highest price for the effi- 
cient man lust as for articles o£ com- 
mercial xise." 


Clifford Pinchot. head of the Bureau of 
Forest 
Reserves, 
spoke 
on "Public 
Meals." 
"I feel Incapable of expressing the im- 
portance of the creation of a public spirit 
among young men." he said. 


"The 
oue great thing that Thoodore 
Roosevelt has done for the United States 
is not his service in the recent peace con- 
ference, nor the use of the prestige o2 
his great office in behalf of decency.

STRIPES IN MARBLE HALLS. 
At Leavenworth, Kansas, the United 


States government is constructing a 
great, modern prison. 
It is planned 


to accommodate 2000 prisoners and ifi? 
capacity may. be enlarged if the need 
arises. It is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that our government will hereaf- 
ter do its constructive work for time 
If not for eternity, and this prison is 
being built :to endure. 


Perhaps this is- the reason why the 


great dining hall, with a seating ca- 
pacity of at least eighteen hundred, is 
being wainscotted with Italian marble 
to a height greater than that of the 
heads of the tallest convicts. It IB a 
sanitary provision without doubt, but 
it gives an aspect of elegance that Im- 
presses one as being- Incongruous when 
we reflect that 'the polished surface is 
to reflect images of prisoners Instead 
of princes, and cadet gray or, striped 
woolens rather than silks and satins. 
It is not unlikely that, in our new pris- 
on construction in California enameled 
bricks may serve quite as well, though 
they may. not prove quite as durable. 


PLAIN CLOTHES PRISONERS, 


By the way, of 1012 convicts in the 


Federal prison at Leavenworth on the 
day I visited it, only one was clad In 
stripes and he had escaped and been 
recaptured after an absence of nine 
-years. 
The 
management 
is of the 


opinion that It is the wisest to treat 
men as men rather than as prisoners 
if tliey will at all res-pond to that treat- 
ment. It may be remarked just here 
that of about 1400 prisoners found in 
the great prison at Joliet, Illinois, only 
26 were In stripes on the day of my 
visit. A cadet gray Is the-regulation 
suit, aithough common overalls and 
jumpers, such as 
working-men' wear 


everywhere, were worn while at work. 
Except for the bars across the -win- 
dows, and the exceptionally safe and 
snug sleeping quarters, there is little 
at Leavenworth or Joliet to suggest 
a prison. 
There was no bristling of 


arms anywhere, no gattling guns, or 
even rifles, in sight and guards are not 
very, numerous. The discipline in hoth 
of these prisons is strict, but not se- 
vere. 
The most serious' punishment 


inflicted Is that of being handcuffed 
to the cell doors and there are no dark 
cells in either prison. There are some 
solitary cells at the Federal prison ai 
Leavenworth, but they furnish light 
enough for rock-breaking, and there 
the 
recalcitrant 
prisoner 
dwells in 


peace, breaking each day his stint of 
rock on the pain of not eating If lie 
does not work, until he 
is ready to 


obey the rules, which Is after- not many 
days. 
THE P R I S O N E R AND T H E F A R M E R 


Speaking of rock-breaking reminds 


me that for many years Joliet kept 
from 200 to 300 men breaking rock for 
road making and . doing it by hand, 
but after a half century of work, or 
something like it," all the roads with- 
in a radius of thirty miles were sup- 
plied with rock as far as required, the 
State furnishing the rock free and 
the county 
or township 
paying the 


freight only, which 
was 
about one- 


th'ird the ordinary rate. It was then 
proposed that the State pay lialf the 
expense of roadmaking, besides fur- 
nishing the broken rock, but the thrif- 
ty farmers of Illinois, as with one 
voice, protested against 
It and 
the 


measure' was defeated in. the leglsla-- 
ture. It may be further remarked that 
the typical Illinois 
farmer rents his 


farm at $85 per acre, lives in town, 
plays checkers, "dickers" and fights 
taxes. 
The three hundred men who 


might otherwise be breaking rocks for 
a hundred years t'o come, as the sup- 
ply on the prison gi'ound \v-rt last that 
long at that rate, are lying in their 
cells as useless .as 
so many 
bears 


chained to stakes, and about as taci- 
turn, with nothing In the world to do. 


NOT INSANE, BUT LAZY. 


And here is an opportunity for an- 


other by-the-way. When the legisla- 
ture o£ Illinois abolished the system of 
contracting prison 
labor, 
and 
fur- 


nished no other system in Its place, 
the prison management made sure that 
their prison house 
would - soon ,i>e 


transformed into a mad-house, but it 
was not. 
There was a great deal of 


clamoring for work for a few months, 
but now there are nearly 700 men'Idle 
In their cells at Joliet and most of 
them are content to remain idle ex- 
cept as to forty-five minutes exercise 
twice each day. 
They have .-become 


too inert ever to want to work again, 
and Illinois will probably have to sup- 
port them In one way or another while 
they live. Only a few become insane, 
but nearly all are becoming altogether 
useless to themselves or anyone else.

However, the most exoellent and earn- 
est chaplain of the prison at Joliet has 
been striving to find why the young men 
who are there are there and he unhesita- 
tingly lays the fault primarily at disobed- 
ience. Whether ho Is In the right or not 
Is not for me at this time to say, but he 
has convinced himself and. seemingly his 
brother officers, of the indubitable char- 
acter of his discovery. 
TODDLING TOWARD PRISON DOORS. 


There cornes a time in the-life of every 


child, 
as 
the /good chaplain explains, 


•when it measures its 
will up against 
its mother's, and 
If its 
will 
proves 
paramount It has taken its first toddling 
step toward prison doors. Later, It will 
try conclusions with its father, the more 
especially if it come off victorious in that 
Inital conflict,, with the mother, and if il 
achieve a conquest over the father also 
only the grace of God .can preserve it 
from a. life of license, If not lawlessness 
and crime. 
It may be said on behalf of the good 
Dr, Thornton that he is one of the most 
successful chaplains that Joliet has ever 
had and he has won the hearts of his 
charges. 
Attendance upon worship is 


entirely voluntary, a.nd yet he preaches to 
700 to 900 men Sunday after Sunday and 
so attentive are they that, ns the chap- 
lain confesses, they have utterly spoiled 
him for preaching anywhere else, for no- 
where else cnn he command such atten- 
tion. anrl mainly because it is all new to 
them. Not many of them have had' any 
Christian trainng 
since 
their 
earliest 


childhood, if nt all. and while ethical and 
religious Instruction must be made • as 
simple for them as for children, yet If it 
he. made simple by one who makes them 
feel that he Is perfectly sincere and be- 
lieves exactly, -what he says •and believes 
It good, and hard, thev receive It gladly 
and it gives their spiritual adviser 
mtttance to ihe Innermost recesses of 
their hearts, which' are not very subter- 
ranean, perhaps, but none the less inter- 
esting for purposes of exploration.

the custom is. the matron read and ex- 
plained the rules of the institution to 
her. 
"I am not going to 
obey those 
rules," she affirmed frankly and without 
moment of hesitation. 
"Oh! I guess 


you will," the matron quietly affirmed. 
'Well, I'll not," was the 
prompt 
re- 
loinder. '1 never obeyed 
my 
mother 


when I WOE little, nor anybody else when 
I had grown up. and I am too old to be- 
gin obeying people now." 
The struggle 
was severe, but she obeyed, the State of 
Illinois before that state 
got 
through 


with her. 
I asked the deputy warden, who cornes 


closer than any one else to the men, 
what manner of men remained out when 
they had gone out from prison, instead 
of coming back as recidivists: "Those 
who learn to obey the -rules," was th 
unhesitating reply. There are some ex- 
ceptions, but this) Is the common, exper- 
ience. 
We all of us have been taught that the 
supreme struggle of life is to develop a 
soul mastery over the will, to make it 
/obedient to our consciences, our judg- 
ments and our higher aspirations. 
If, 
during the formative period of life, when 
the child is not wise enough to rightly 
order his own steps, there bn no educated 
will to do tho controlling, It is not im- 
probable that the most serious conse- 
quences may follow. I am not ready at 
this time to admit that Dr. Thornton, 
.chaplain of Joliet prison, lias found the 
only, or even the main, cause of an in- 
creasing criminality In America, but I 
am willing to concede that the lax disci- 
pline so common In American families is 
at least an important contributory cause 
to a most disastrous result.

menfthat Japan is planning to build a 
great Heating craft of varfare that will 
be invulnerable to the biggest guns that 
are made. According to the information 
that Is said to have been obtained from 
a Russian spy, the little brown men 
will place themselves in position where 
their mastery.^over the -sea in times of 
war shall be complete. 


"I. have known that experiments were 


being carried on in secret in the ship- 
buildings yards of Japan for the past six 
months," said Emery yesterday, "but It 


only lately that I have learned the 


true nature and the result of them, par- 
ticulars of. which 
were 
obtained 
and 


communicated to me by a Russian news- 
paper man, who until lately was em- 
ployed in Japan by the Russian Govern- 
ment. 


"It was the 
continuous heavy gun 


practice that first attracted the Russian 
spy's attention, and with a little Investi- 
gation it was learned that some experi- 
ments were-being can-led on in secret 
The guns were -trained upon something 
several miles out in the bay that was 
undoubtedly a warshap of some kind, but 
as seen through the best telescope it 
looked like the long, low, quarter-pitched 
roof of a houare floating on the -water, 
"When, with much 
trouble 
and 
at 
great risk, the Russians succeeded in 
getting a nearer view of It, they dis- 
covered it to be an old, disarmed and 
battered 
cruiser, 
covered 
lengthways 
with a three-inch steel'" roof, covering 
both sides of the ship./with a rise of £5 
degrees, slightly rounded-on the top and 
the ."eaves of the casemate submerged 
three feet In the water. 
"The guns were trained on this steel 
roof to ascertain by actual tests what 
amount of resistance the Inclined-plates 
would offer to heavy ordnance. All the 
shot from the twelve-inch 
guns that 
struck it are said to have 'glanced off 
and taken an upward course, without In 
any way seriously. damaging the plates. 
"The inventor of this wonderful war- 
ship .La a white man, under whom all the 
experiments 
were 
conducted. 
He 
Is 
known "to receive most of his mail from 
Chicago, but nevertheless IB thought to 
be an Englishman on account of his 
manner of speaking. The Japanese are 
not only working day and night on this 
new invention, but it Is now a well-i 
known fact that they have also placed 
large orders lor steel armor plate with 
concerns outside of Japan. 
"Special representatives of the Brit- 
ish Na.vy Department were in Japan a 
month'ago gathering all the .information 
they 
could concerning these' 'experi- 
ments."
